The entire expenditures for all departments of the Hospital 
during the fiscal year were $487,034,22. Of this amount 
$315,785.53 was expended upon the Hospital proper; 3i96,- 
725.12 on account of the South Department; 815,477.72 on 
aceoTint of the nine Out-Patient Departments; $9,785.20 
on account of the Patliological Department; $4,440.74 on 
account of the X-Ray Laboratojy and Photographic Depaitr 
ment ; §35,854.14 on account of the Relief Station ; S9,4lj5.09 
for the Convalescent Home ; 838 on account of new build- 
ings, and $462.68 on account of determining the settlement 
of non-paying patients. 

To the amount expended for the Hospital proper, $315,- 
785.53 (see Table No. 1 in Superintendent's Report), thers 
should be added the difference in the amount of stock on hand 
February 1, 1907, which was $8,173.61 less than on January 
1, 190e. There should be deducted $451.89 for card cata- 
loguing clinical records ; $1,203.16 for printing the Hospital 
History, and 11,646.85 for new watch clock, including new 
wiring, making the total amount properly chargeable as the 
expenditures for maintenance of the main Hospital for the 
year $320,657.24. This sum was expended for 23,3a4 -wsafeW 
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the tax levy of the city, makeB the problem an entirely dif- 
ferent one from that of a private or incorporated hospital. 
free treatment of persons fairly able to pay a small fee to a 
physician is the first step towards pauperism ; it is unfair in 
the expenditure of our appropriation, and an injustice to the 
physicians in private practice, especially the younger ones.

The expenditure upon tMs department has been $95,- 
725.12. If from this is deducted the difference in tlie 
amount of the stock on hand at the beginning and close of 
the year, which was $1,006.15 more at the end of the year, 
it would give $94,718.97. This sum was expended upon 
2,475 patientB, and, divided by 11,362 weeks' board, gives 
$8.34 as the per capita cost per week. The cost of subsistence 
supplies was $24,709.22; the total weeks' board for an aver- 
age of 325 persons was 16,985. This gives a weekly coat 
per person for uncooked food supplies of $1.45 per week, or 
21 cents per day. This very small average cost is explained 
by the fact that 81 per cent, of the patients are children. 
There will be found on pages 51 to 53, inclusive, a detailed 
account of the expenditures of this department in the various 
sub-divisions, which are kept on the same general plan as the 
Hospital proper. 

The most important occurrence of the year is the unusually 
large epidemic of scarlet fever. More eases of scarlet fever 
were reported to the Board of Health than in any year since 
189S. TliB demand for admission was larger than for any 
previous year in the liistory of the South Department. The 
wards were crowded to tbe fullest capacity, and beyond 
proper hygienic conditions. Finally, no more patients could 
be admitted, and to meet the demand for the treatment of 
these eases the Board of Healtli, at considerable expense, 
cared for these patients at tbe Southampton-street Hospital, 
originally built for a hospital for cholera, but never used for 
that purpose.

The most important occurrence of the year is the unusually 
large epidemic of scarlet fever. More cases of scarlet fever 
were reported to the Board of Health than in any year since 
1893. Thfl demand for admission was larger than for any 
previous year in the history of the South Department. The 
wards were crowded to the fullest capacity, and beyond 
proper hygienic conditions. Finally, no more patients could 
be admitted, and to meet the demand for the treatment of 
these cases the Board of Health, at considerable expense, 
cared for these patients at the Southampton-street Hospital, 
originally built for a hospital for cholera, but never used for 
that purpose. 

There has been a marked increase in the amount of sick- 
ness among the nurses by reason of contact wltli. voi'w.'oOTaa 
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diseases. It is to be expected that young -women, mostly 
between twenty-three and tliirty years of age, are more liable 
to infection than women more mature. It is, however, a 
matter of congratulation that none of these cases were fatal. 

Dnring the twelve years that this department has been in 
commission 27,367 patients have been received, nearly all ill 
with some infections disease. 

At a meeting of the Trustees on January 9, 1907, the 
Trustees put upon tlieir records : " Resolved, that public 
necessity requires the erection of an additional building for 
measles, the cost of which is likely to require $7S,00O." 
This building for the treatment of measles has repeatedly 
been referred to in the reports of the Trustees, by the 
Visiting Staff and phyaieians of the city. The Trustees, in 
accoidfuice with their vote, petitioned the Mayor and Honor- 
able City Council for the above appropriation, and as the 
year closes we ai'e practically assured of this addition. 

The South Department affords practically the only oppor- 
tunity where medical students, other than house doctors, and 
nurses in training can obtain practical teaching and observa- 
tion of infectious diseases under the best of conditions. 
Large numbers of medical students have availed themselves 
of this opportunity with the greatest profit. 

In the Trustees' report of last year attention was called 
to some of the great benefits that had been afforded the 
families, lai^ely for their children, by the special opportuni- 
ties for the treatment of infectious diseases. This becomes 
more and more evident each year. This department is well 
organized and of&cered ; the nursing is supplied by nurses 
from the Training School during the second year of their' 
training; the House Staff is detailed from the main Hospital 
for definite terras of service. So far as is applicable, the 
rules and regulations of the main Hospital obtain here. 

The recommendations of the Trustees and Superintendent, 
made so many times, seem now likely to become effective, 
and there is reason to befieve that dnring the coming year a 
new pavilion to be used as measles wards will be erected.

This Relief Station has been in commission five years. The 
number o£ patients treated during its first year was 20,150, 
and during the present year 36,406, an inereaae of 35 per 
cent., amply proving the jndiciousneBS of providing public 
relief of this kind in this section of the city. Tlie absence 
of this Relief Station would remove a valuable aid to public 
BervicB. 

On Api-il 11 the Boston Transit Commission officially 
notified the Trustees that a uew two-track subway would be 
constructed, going through the basement of the Relief Sta- 
tion. Thia would destroy the heating plant, ambulance 
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stable and room, Hud nearly all other parts of the basemenCI 
This action of the Transit Commission was done hy thai 
right of eminent domain, according to Acts of Maaaachusetta. J 
The Transit Commission informed the Trustees that if aXL^l 
land or part of the building belonging to the Relief Statdoa^l 
was taken for tlie purposes of the subway, the Tr;uisit CotibJ 
mission would replace the same and make satisfactory reatU-fl 
tution or reconstruction for damages done. M 

The Trustees requested the opiuion of the Medical andl 
Surgical Staff relatingto the proposed changes by the TranHxt,"! 
Commission, as affecting the building in its work and puF-l 
pose. Theii report was, in part, as follows : I 

The Relief Station of the Boston City Hospital, in Haymarket'V 
square, is a. motiel hospital for a city of 50,000 inhabitants. Ifefl 
has been in use about five years, has worn well, and has dooQ^'l 
an increasing and enormous work for the injured and the bihIc, J 
With light on four sides, and situated in the heart of traffic, I(fl 
would be difficult to find as good a location. H 

The changes proposed by the Transit Commission will dania^;ttfl 
it in three ways : 

Firet, the doing the work, which will impair its usefulness tor 
months. Second, the taking away of its basement, which wilj 
destroy the heating service and very seriously weaken its ambo^J 
lance service. Third, a permanent change in vibration and il^'l 
noise. I 

As to these two last, we can judge only by what exists QOw,;f 
and hy comparison. Adding the vil^ration and roar of three sub-S 
way tracks through the basement to the two aide tracks already-S 
existing, must more than double the vibration and the noise ^^ 
probably treble them. This damage now is three-fold : I 

First, in hearing and examiuing the hearts and breathing ofil 
the injured and the sick accidents, instruments of precision Kr^| 
employed, and their accuracy is even now impaired. Second, il|fl 
preventing sleep, which must be rendered trebly more dilficiil^| 
among the feeble and pain-stricken sufferers. ■ 

In delicate operations the vibration will be harmfulj but notS 
prohibitory. I 

It is now our opinion that the proposed changes will be a lasting 
and serious injuiy to this Hospital. So much so that it must 
raise the question whether it would not be wiser to abandon tMa 
building and seek another location. 
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At a meeting of the Trustees May 23, 1906, the following 
action was taken and spread upon the records : 

With reference to the constiiiction of the subway system under 
the Relief Station at Haymarket square, it was voted : 

Whereas, It is proposed by the Boston Transit Commission of 
the City of Boston to construct, maintain and operate tracks 
underneath the Boston City Hospital Relief Station in Haymarket 
square, in extension of the present subway system, for all 
purposes which varying conditions may now or hereafter deter- 
mine ; and 

W/iereaa, It is easenfdal that a building used for hospital 
purposes should be bs nearly free as possible from noise, vibration 
and dust ; and 

Whereas, The ill effects of the construction and maintenance 
of such tracks upon the Hospital and its efficiency more fully 
appear in a report of the Staff of the City Hospital made to ita 
Trustees ; and 

Whereas, The plans submitted by tlie Boston Transit Com- 
miasion involve not only danger from noise, dust and vibration to 
the Hospital, but also the taking away of the boiler plant, ambu- 
lance station, morgue and storerooms ; and 

Whereas, It is absolutely necessary that, especially for the 
purposes of a Relief Emei^ency Station, arrangements should be 
such as to insure the highest efficiency and expedition, without 
any impairment in the least of present advantages or conditions ; 

Voted; That it is the sense of the Trustees of tlie Boston City 
Hospital that no changes resulting from the construction, main- 
tenance and operation of the subway under its Relief Station 
should be permitted, which will in any way aEfect tlie efficiency, 
harmony, economy, sanitation, or means of expedition in operation 
of the present plant ; that it is the sense of the Trustees that it 
would be wiser to abandon the present location and build a new 
Relief Station rather than to allow the Relief Station to suffer in 
any way as above outlined. 

Voted: That the boiler plant and stable be housed in an 
annex to the present building permanently, and that the subway 
be kept sufficiently low in elevation to minimize vibration and 
noise, so that any construction of the subway under the Relief 
Station and reconstruction of the Hospital building will insure, 
now or hereafter, however the subway may be maintained or 
operated, as efficient and economical a plant as the HQa<jvta.\.-aKs^ 
possesses in its present Relief Station, 
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During the year, the Trustees conferred with the Transit 
Commission's engineers and our architects, in order to devise 
plans and acquire additional land, upon which to extend the 
Relief Station, in order to make good those parts of the 
building which the Commission proposed to use for their 
own pui-poses. No official action was taken during the last 
part of the year, except to study the situation. 

The Trustees are fully in agreement with the foregoing 
opinion of the Hospital Staff, and are now of the opinion 
that the new subway proposed will, if carried out, make the 
building practically unfit for its present use, and may advise 
that it be abandoned as a hospital, looking to the City Coi 
cil to furnish us with suitable accommodations elsewhere. 
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CONVALESCKNT HOME. 

The number of patients treated during the year was 448,' 
who received 9,220 days' treatment, at an average weekly- 
cost of $7.19. While there are thirty-six beds for the 
patients, and the accommodations can easily be increased to 
foity without crowding, it has happened that the beds have 
never been all occupied. Patients prefer to go to their own 
homes, however poor they may be, than to go to a " home." 
So many institutions for all kinds of people are called 
"homes" that the name seemB to handicap the intended 
benefits of this part of the Hospital work. 

There has been no death, and the amount of medicines 
merely nominal, the treatment being dependent upon the 
country life and air under pleasant surroundings. 

Pathological Laboeatories. 
The following is a summary of the work of this depart- 
ment for the year as shown by the annual report to the 
Trustees.

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These enumeratioiis do uot convey to a layman the great 
amount of work made necessai-y to accompUsh results. The 
Trustees, however, are aware that much good has resulted 
from the work of this department, 

During the year eleven men were officially connected with 
the work of the laboratories, five receiving salaries. Tlie 
others are house officers permanently connected. The 
clinical laboratory is used by every service in the Hospital, 
generally by house officers in clinical pathology. 

These laboratories are largely used by the South Depart- 
ment, particularly in clinical bacteriology, as ia shown by the 
foregoing tables. 

Pathological material is sent from all departments of the 
Hospital, including the Out-Patient Departments and the 
Relief Station. This part of the work is of very practical 
importance in the Hospital, because it so often renders 
possible an exact diagnosis and iodicates the line of treats 
ment to be followed.

30 Annual Report of 

Bdesham Memorial Building. 

In the annual report of last year was given an outline of 
the opinion of the Trustees in regard to the expenditure of 
the Buruliani Fund. By the terms of the will of the late 
Lamout G. Burnham, at the time of his death a Trustee of 
the .Hospital, he bequeathed to the Hospital "the sum of 
$150,000 to construct' and equip upon the Hospital groundi 
a building to be known as the Lamont G, Bumham Wa] 
for such uses and purposes as the Trustees of the Hospil 
shall, in their discretion, determine." 

In accordance with views expressed in last year's report, 
the Trustees voted to place the Burnham Building on the 
site of Ward T and that the latter ward be razed ; and thia 
action was approved by His Honor the Mayor and the 
Visiting Staff of the Hospital. Several plans were presented 
and rejected, or subsequently modified. Proposals ■were 
publicly advertised, but for various reasons all were rejected. 
At the close of this official year proposals are again advertised, 
and it is expected that we shall be able very shortly to pro- 
ceed with the construction. Jl 

East Boston Relief Station. t| 

At the close of the Ia,st fiscal year, after much enquiry and 
many visits to sites offered in East Boston for the purposes 
of an Emergency Station, the Trustees recommended the site 
known as the old Webb School-house on Porter street. This 
school-house had been condemned and abandoned for several 
years. After many legal formalities the land was finally pur- 
chased by the Hospital from the Schoolbouse Department for 
the sum of $3,000. This property was acquired June 1, 1906. 
As at first contemplated, it was understood that this was 
to be an ambulance station only, with suitable means of 
treating first injuries. For this purpose $30,000 was appro- 
priated, but upon the urgent demand of the City Council 
and the citizens of East Boston a somewhat more extensive 
building would seem to be required. It was iinally decided 
to construct a building somewhat after the scope of the Hay- 
market Square Relief Station. This required an additiouEd 
appropriation of $28,000, making the total amount of $58,000, 
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which amount it is l>elieved will be safBcient to supply a 
building to the satisfaction of all corcerncd. Plans were 
finally decided upon, the old sohool-houae razed, and the new 
building begun January 9, 1907. The construction will con- 
tinue through the year. 



The Hospital History. 
The question of the publication of a history of this Hospital 
bas been agitated for several years. Upon the recommenda- 
tion of the Visiting Staff and their offer fcn assume the work 
aud responsibility of the undertaking, the Trustees authorized 
the publication of such a book, which was edited by Drs. 
David W. Cheever, A. Liiwrence Masou, George W. Gay 
and J. Bapst Blake. The volume presented a " History of 
The Boston City Hospital from its foundation (1861) until 
1904." A majority of the Medical and Surgical Staff con- 
tributed papers that make up this volume. It is a book of 
422 pages, containing 29 chapters or sections. It is copiously 
illustrated with plans, half-tone prints of numerous parts of 
the buildings, and portraits of those who at present are, 
or in the past have been, connected with the Hospital. The 
portraits of several who are dead were obtained with diffi- 
culty. Many facts as to dates, expenditures and historical 
events are accurate, and will serve as reliable data. The 
cost of this edition, including mailing, was $1,604. On 
account of the expenditure involved in this volume the uaaal 
Medical and Sui'gical Report, issued annually, has been 
omitted this year.

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The tables of disbursements in this report show the erpen- 
ditures of the Hospital Department diuing the fiscal year, 
February 1, 1906, to January 31, 1907, inclusive. Table No. 
1 shows the diabursemeuts, by departments, according to the 
general subdivisions, and includes statistics of the depart- 
ments, divided into the Hospital proper, Out-Patient Depart- 
ments, Pathological Department, X-Ray Laboratory and 
Photographic Department, Settlement Account, South De- 
partment, Relief Station, Convalescent Home and New 
Buildings. Table No. 2 shows the disbursements for the 
year in the same departments, itemizing the various sub- 
diviflione, and includes, for all practical purposes, the quantity, 
cost and average price paid for the various items. 

The total expenditures during the fiscal year for the 
Hospital Department, in its various branches, have been 
$487,034.22, and the disbursements have been made as 
follows :

The main Hospital has four subdivisions, the Hospital 
proper, Out-Patieut Departments, the Pathological Depart- 
ment and the X-Ray Laboratory, In computing the pro rata 
cost per patient, per week, the cost of the Pathological Depart- 
ment is included in that of the Hospital, and for ezecutiTe 
reasons is tabulated separately in order to show the cost of 
running that department. The expenditures for the Sout^ 
Department for infoctioua diseases and the Convalescent 
i Home are kept in separate tables. 

The expenditures upon the Hospital proper were for the 
■ of 9,877 patients in the wards for 163,337 days' or 
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23,334 weeks' board, which makes an average weekly cost of 
$13.74, or a daily cost of §1.96, for patients of all classes. 
The net coat per patient, per week, to the city was $9.80. 
The coat of Qocooked food supplies for all persona, including 
patients and the entire household at the Hospital proper, 
was $94,846.7". The average number of patients was 448 ; 
of officers and employees, including house and nursing staff 
384, or a total daily average of 832 persons. The number of 
weeks' board for all persons was 43,378, and the weekly cost, 
per person, for uncooked food supplies, was $2.18, or 31 
cents per day. 

The maximum number of patients in the Hospital on any 
one day was 504, as against 545 in the previous year. The 
minimum number was 379, in comparison with 334 for the 
previous year. The daily average during the year was 448, 
and the average length of stay was 16 :f^ days. 

Tliere have been treated in the various Out-Patient Departs 
menta 37,938 patients, at a cost of $15,477.72. Other 
Btatistica, found elsewhere, include the number of out- 
patients, number of their visits, rate of mortality, work of 
ambulances, census of days' board for all persons, and the 
nativity of patients admitted and physical condition of 
patients when discharged. 

The total number of deaths from February 1, 1906, to Jan- 
uary 31, 1907, was 1,159. This does not include the statistics 
of the South Department, but only the main Hospital.

The deaths occurring 
within 48 hours of admission (449) were 38^'^ per cent, of 
the whole number of deaths, 1,159. 

During the year 9,877 patients were treated in the wards, 
87,938 as out-patiente, 446 at the Convalescent Home, 2,475 



at the South Department; and at the Relief Station, l,16ff 
were treated in the wards, and 35,2-it} as out-patients — & 
total of 87,142 who have received the benefits of the 
Hospital in all departments. 

During the year 12,003 persons applied for admission. 
Of this number 9,461 were admitted and 2,542 were rejected, 
the latter being 278 less than last year. The number 
rejected was 21 per cent, of aU persons applying, and the 
causes of rejection appear in the table of applicants not 
admitted, on page 43. Of the number applying, 1,153 either 
changed their minds or wei-e admitted later; of these, 608 
were received within three days after application and 108 
admitted still later. There were 44 applicants rejected for 
want of vacant beds, but of these 22 were admitted later. 
There were 659 of these applicants who could be treated 
more properly in the various Out^Patient services, ■without 
the additional cost of receiving them in the wards. Admifl- 
sion was denied to 227 for lack of information that they 
were suitable cases, but 115 were admitted later; and 70 
were rejected as apparently incurable or unsuitable for treat- 
ment heie. Various other causes of rejection appear in the 
tabulated form on page 38. 

The total expenditures in the Hospital Department have 
been $487,034.22, but the net cost to the city for maintais- 
mg the Hospital proper was only |228,303.42. 

South Department. — The total expenditure for the South 
Department was 3195,725.12, against $95,996.49 for the 
previous year; and allowing for the difference in stock at 
the beginning and close of the year, the sum of $94,718,97 
represents the cost of maintenance for the fiscal year. The 
per capita weekly cost at the South Department was $8.34. 

Out-Patient Services. — Tlie expenditure in the variona

Convalescent Home. — The cost of maintenance for t^

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of the Hospital. The average length of stay (16-j8jj.) waa 
much shorter than any previous year. Ten years ago it 
was 20.20 days. The number of visits of out-patients waa 
124,633. The number of patients transported by a,inbu- 
lances was 7,916. 

The depreciation upon the thirty-three buildings is always 
large, and is an important item of expenditui-e, the total 
amount being $28,063. 66, Table 1 showing upon what 
department such expenditures have been made. The Items 
will be found on page 46. 

The enumeration of them would be tedious, but the fol- 
lowing are some of the more important items : Repairs of 
heating and power plant, $4,636 ; new watch clock and 
rewiring all buildings, $1,646 ; plumbing, $2,929, including 
entire renewal of plumbing at Nurses' Home after thirteen 
years' use ; a school-room and practice room for the training 
school pupils; repainting seven buildings outeide and many 
rooms and corridors inside; a shelter-house for men patients 
upon the lawn beyond Wards W and X. Tlie roada and 
walks about the Hospital grounds have been reinforced and 
much shrubbery added. 

The Vose House has been painted exteriorly, and the 
reception room, at a cost of $723. The administration 
building has been partly painted, exteriorly. Several months' 
work has been given to the repairs of furniture and painting 
throughout nearly ail the buildings. New floors have been 
laid in several of the duty-rooms of the wards, after forty 
years' use. The depreciation in the heating and engineera 
department annually requires much thought and money. 
The work of repairs is never finished in so large an insti- 
tution as this. More statistics may be found in Table 1 on 
page 46, 

The repairs at the South Department have not been larafe 
outside the jobbing work of one carpenter and painter. Xhn 
main stairway from office floor of the administration builds 
ing to lower floor has been torn out and a new stalrwar 
constructed in its place. The roads about the south end of 
the grounds have been renewed at an expense of $1,168. 
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The mortuary and cbambara for vromen have been repainted 
at a cost of $515. 

The repairs at the Relief Station have not been expensive. 
Some changes in the heating system have been made, at a 
cost of 1397. The largest single item of repairs is $387.37, 
for repairs to ambulances, on which the wear and tear is 
very gi'eat.

The ambulance service has grown to large proportions and 
is one of the most useful portions of the Hospital business. 
There are now 11 ambulancea and 4 other vehicles, 10 horses 
and 8 ambulance drivers. Such has been the improvement 
of the service in size, efficiency and dispatch, that it has 
become probably the largest connected with any general 
hospital in the United States. 

New and improved patterns of ambulances, additional 
horses and new styles of harnesses and general trappings are 
now installed. A fire-alarm gong has been installed in the 
Ambulance Station, that ambulances may run to a second 
call in our own district, and to a third call anywhere in the 
city proper. A signal service has been arranged, bo that 
when a Hospital ambulance, a police ambulance or other 
vehicle brings a patient to the front gate, the administration 
office and one of the three general divisions of the Hospital 
are notified that a patient is coining in. By this means. 
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litters and stretchera will be ready at the door when the 
patient arrives, and the proper bouse officer sigiiEilled for 
immediate assistance. There is also a wagonette, which is 
nsed for taking patients from the Hospital and South Depart- 
ment to the Convalescent Home, a coup6 for sending for 
surgeons, besides delivery wagons for the transfer of laundry 
clothing and other minor details of administrative work. 

The Relief Station at Hay market square has its own 
ambulance service, which is even better arranged than that 
at the main Hospital. The number of patients transported 
during this year was: at the main Hospital, 4,125; at the 
South Department, 1,920, and at the Relief Station, 1,789; 
a total of 7,834.

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The Training School has graduated 49 nurses during the 
year, making a total of 920 since it was organized. Seven- 
teen nurses have also completed the third-year course and 
received the cum laude diploma, making a total of 96 third- 
year nurses. The optional third-year course is now com- 
pleted and has been replaced by an obligatory three-yeais* 
course for all pupils.

The Superintendent of Nurses and her assistants have 
given 246 class recitations at the Hospital proper, and 115 at 
the South Department, making a total of 361 during the 
year. The teacher of the preparatory class has had daily 
drills in the practice-room, and class instruction in the school- 
room. The school has received 37 lectures, on Friday aftep 
noons, from members of the Medical and Surgical StaflE and 
others. In the month of March there were 6 lectures on 
sociological topics to the third-year nurses and the ^lnd•^ 
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s follows : Mr. Edward T. Hartman, " The Work 
of the Civic League " ; Mrs. Ellen H. Richards, " The 
Responsihility of the Intelligent Woman for the Existence of 
Standards"; Rev. Frederick E. Allen, "The Work of the 
Watch and Ward Society"; Mr. James P. Munroe, 
" Modern Educational Tendencies " ; Dr. Charles Harrington, 
"The Movement for Pure Food." The third-year nureee 
have also received medical and surgical clinical lectures and 
a special course of lectures on obstetrical nursing. 

Mrs. Poland Pequignot has given forty-one practical les- 
sons in cooking to sections of ten second-year nurses. 

Mrs. G-ulli J. Callowhill has given sixty-two lessons in 
massage to classes of four pupils each. 

The gifts of flowers, music, toys for the children and 
reading to the patients, also thirty tickets for patients' rides 
from the Boston Young Men's Christian Union, have been 
received. 

The obligatory three-years' course has now been in opera- 
tion a little moi-e than a year, and it is too early to give an 
opinion on any benefits that may come from the change, 
From a limited observation it gives excellent promise of a 
great improvement not only to the pupils, but to the better 
nursing of the patients, the primary consideration of all hos- 
pital teaching. The scheme was outlined in last year's 
report, pages 69 and 70. 

Thomas N. Stone, M.D., Acting Executive Assistant, was 
appointed Second Executive Assistant Februaiy 14, 1906. 
Mr. Greenleaf R. Tucker, Hospital Chemist, resigned March 
1, 1906, and Mr. John Ferrin was appointed Chief Apothecary 
September 25, 1906. 

Miaa Elizabeth G. Mason, Night Supervisor of Nurses, 
died November It, 1906, and Misa Mary L. Annis, Graduate 
Nurse, was appointed to the position, Mra. Anna E. E. 
Rothrock, Substitute Second Assistant Superintendent of 
Nurses, was appointed Second Assistant Superintendent of 
Nuraes March 17, 1906. 

At the South Department, Albert E. Steele, M.D., Assists 
ant Resident Physician, resigned December 9, 1906, and 
Edwin H. Place, M.D., was appointed to the position.

House Rules. 

The doors and gates of the Hospital will be closed at 10 
o'clock in the evening, at which time all inmates shall be 
quiet and all not on duty shall be in their rooms, unless other- 
wise specifically permitted. 

All officers, nurses and employes of the Hospital, when 
going and coming to and from the Hospital, shall enter and 
go out by the Entrance Office, and by no other entrance. 
Such officers and employes as are required shall use the time 
register and method of booking that the Hospital rules 
require. 

A record shall be kept of all persons entering the Hospital 
between the hours of 10 o'clock in the evening and 7.30 
o'clock in the morning. 

No employ^ shall be absent from the Hospital except when 
permitted by special rules or by the Superintendent. 

No officer, nurse, orderly or other employ^ shall directly 
or indirectly receive money or other gifts from or in behalf 
€f patients, except with the approval of the Superintendent. 

The use of tobacco, wine and intoxicating liquors is pro- 
libited within the Hospital, unless prescribed by the Physi- 
<!ian8 or Surgeons. 

All profane and improper language, loud talking and inci- 
'^ty are prohibited. 

All employes shall observe such further rules and direc- 
tions for their conduct as may from time to time be estab- 
liahed. 

Admission of Patients. 

Applications for admission of patients may be made at the 
Hospital on each day of the week, Sunday excepted, between 
9 o'clock A.M. and 6 o'clock P.M. 
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Whenever able, a patient shall apply in person for admis- 
sion ; when not able to apply in person a patient may be 
admitted on application made in his behalf, or upon visit at 
his residence by the admitting Physician. 

Persons accidentally wounded, or otherwise disabled or 
injured, shall be received at all hours. 

Patients may be admitted to the privileges of the Hospital 
at such rates of board as the Trustees may, from time to time, 
by vote determine ; payment for such board being secured by 
the friends of the patients or by the authorities of the cities 
or towns to which the patients belong. 

Whenever in the opinion of the Trustees the circum- 
stances of the patient will warrant it the whole or a part of 
the board shall be paid. If separate apartments, or articles 
not usually furnished at the Hospital, are provided, such 
payment shall be made therefor as the Trustees shall deem 
reasonable. 

No person having acute venereal disease or alcoholism shall 
be admitted except as a paying patient. 

No person shall be admitted to the Hospital whose case is 
judged to be incurable, unless there be urgent symptoms 
which are deemed capable of being relieved. 

Government of Patients. 

Patients shall implicitly observe all the rules of the 
Hospital. 

Patients shall be in their proper places in the wards during 
the visits of the Physicians and Surgeons, and always before 
7.30 o'clock in the evening, unless specially excused by the 
Superintendent. 

Such free patients as are able shall assist in nursing, and 
perform such other services as may be reasonably required of 
them. 

No patients shall leave the Hospital grounds without a pass 
from the Superintendent, nor leave his ward without the 
consent of the nurse in charge. 

No patient shall purchase, or cause to be purchased for 
him, any article of food whatsoever, or any other article, 
without the consent of the Superintendent. 
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Profane and obscene language, loud talking and incivility 
are prohibited. 

Patients may be visited by clergymen of their own selec- 
tion, and any wish for the performance of a particular relig- 
ions rite shall be granted when practicable. 

Complaints, for whatever cause, may be made to the 
Superintendent, and whenever requested shall be by him 
reported to the Trustees. 

DiSGHABGE OP PATIENTS. 

Patients shall be discharged by the Superintendent. 

Patients discharged on the recommendation of the Visiting 
Physicians or Surgeons shall be provided with a certificate, 
stating their condition at the time of discharge, whether 
cured, relieved or not relieved, which certificate shall be 
signed by the Superintendent. 

Whenever a patient is removed from the Hospital without 
the approval of the Superintendent, a written statement to 
that effect shall be required from any person assuming the 
responsibility of the removal. 

Visitors. 

No person shall visit any part of the premises except on 
business, or at such times as may be fixed for the reception of 
visitors, without the permission of the Superintendent, or of 
some one of the Trustees. 

Daily, from 2 to 3 o'clock in the afternoon, friends may be 
permitted to visit patients, though no patient shall receive 
more than two visitors at that hour; and from 6 to 6.30 
o'clock on each week day friends may be permitted to visit 
patients, though no patient shall receive more than one 
visitor at that hour. In all cases, however, the Trustees and 
Superintendent may exercise discretionary powers as to ex- 
cluding or admitting visitors. 

When visitors are admitted outside of the regular visiting 
hours they shall not be permitted to remain more than half 
an hour, except a special permission to remain for further 
time is granted. 
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All visitors shall leave the Hospital when the bell rings at 
the expiration of the visiting hour. 

No visitor shall take any meal in the Hospital, or pass the 
night therein, without permission of the Superintendent or 
one of the Trustees. 

No visitor^shall be allowed to give any article of food or 
drink to a patient, unless by permission of the nurse ; and 
any article sent^to a patient shall be left at the Entrance 
Office. 
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SPECIAL RULES FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF 

THE SOUTH DEPARTMENT. 



The department of The Boston City Hospital located on 
Uie westerly side of Massachusetts avenue shall be desig- 
nated as the South Department of The Boston City Hospital. 
It shall receive patients who require treatment for diphtheria 
and scarlet fever, and for other infectious diseases as may be 
determined from time to time by the Trustees. 

The Superintendent of the Hospital shall, under the direc- 
tion of the Trustees, have the general control and manage- 
ment of this department, in the same manner as of other 
departments of the Hospital. 

The Rules of the Hospital shall, so far as applicable, and 
except as hereinaft'Cr provided, apply to the various officers 
and employes and to the conduct and management of this 
department. 
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SPECIAL RULES FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF 

THE RELIEF STATION. 



The Boston City Hospital Relief Station is established 
not as a Hospital, but as a department of The Boston City 
Hospital for temporary relief, and the rules and methods 
prevailing now in the Hospital shall, so far as applicable, 
and not inconsistent with special rules, apply to the Relief 
Station. 

The Station shall afford temporary relief in all classes of 
accident and disease. It shall be open at all hours for 
patients requiring treatment or attention. Patients requiring 
ward treatment, whether received at the Station or taken up 
in ambulances, shall, so far as consistent with their welfare, 
be forthwith transferred or carried to the Hospital for ex- 
tended treatment, but ward accommodations shall be afforded 
patients whose condition is such that they cannot properly be 
transferred. Patients may, however, if it is deemed desirable, 
be transferred by the ambulances to other hospitals or to their 
homes. First treatment may be afforded at the Station, 
although the applicants are not such as require ward treat- 
ment. 

The Superintendent of the Hospital shall have the general 
administration, management and control of the Station, the 
same as of other departments of the Hospital. 

The Superintendent shall, from time to time, as may be 
necessary, nominate for confirmation by the Trustees a 
Resident Surgeon and one or more Assistant Resident 
Surgeons, and shall appoint and employ or detail for service 
in this department, subject to the approval of the Trustees 
or of the proper Committee, a Matron, a Supervisor, nurses, 
orderlies and such other minor employes as may be required 
for the proper conduct of the Station, who shall be subject to 
his supervision. 

The various officers and employes of the Station shall 
perform such duties, other than those specified, as may be 
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required by the Trustees or the Superintendent, according to 
the nature of their respective duties. The Resident Surgeons, 
the Matron, Supervisor and such other officers as may be so 
required shall reside at the Station. 

Ambulance Sbbviob. 

The ambulance service of the Station shall be imder the 
direct control of the Resident Surgeon, and shall co-operate 
with that of the Hospital, with which it shall form one gen- 
eral system. Ambulances shall, in response to calls, be 
despatched from the Station or the Hospital, as the exigency 
may require. The utmost despatch shall be exercised in the 
ambulance service, so far as is consistent with a regard for 
the welfare of the patient and the interest of the public. 

Ambulances shall in general be sent from the Station or 
the Hospital at least upon a general alarm to all fires occur- 
ring in the city proper, and in such further districts as may 
be determined upon. 

An ambulance shall be held during the hours of the day 
in complete readiness to make immediate response to calls, 
and shall be kept in condition to make prompt response to 
calls at any time of the night. 

. A House Officer shall accompany the ambulance, shall 
direct its course and shall have direction of the care and 
treatment of the patient until received at his destination. 

The foreman of the ambulance service at the Hospital 

Station shall visit and inspect the Ambulance Department 

of the Station from time to time, but the immediate carrying 

out of directions shall be under the Assistant Foreman at 

the Station. 

Patients. 

Alcoholic and insane patients shall not be received unless 
there is surgical or medical complication making Hospital 
treatment absolutely necessary. 

No patient, after being admitted to the wards, shall leave 
the Station until his discharge, without a pass from the proper 
officer, nor shall he visit other parts of the Station without 
permission. 

Ward patients shall be discharged by the Superintendent 
or Resident Surgeon. 
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SPECIAL RULES FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF 

THE CONVALESCENT HOME. 



The department of The Boston City Hospital, located on 
Dorchester avenue, in Dorchester, shall be known as the 
Convalescent Home, and shall receive Buch patients recover- 
ing from acute diseases as shall be transferred to it from the 
main Hospital for treatment during convalescence. 

The Superintendent of the Hospital shall, under the direc- 
tion of the Trustees, have the control and management of 
the Convalescent Home, in the same manner as of other 
departments of the Hospital. 

The Superintendent shall appoint, subject to the approval 
of the Trustees, a Matron, and shall employ, under their 
direction, such further assistants as may be necessary for the 
proper conduct and service of the Home. 

The Matron, under the direction of the Superintendent, 
shall have the immediate charge of the Home, and the con- 
trol of all nurses and other employes and patients. She 
shall reside at the Home. 

Visitors. 

Friends may be permitted to visit patients on week days, 
between 3 and 4 o'clock in the afternoon. In all cases the 
Trustees, Superintendent and Matron may exercise discre- 
tionary powers as to excluding or admitting visitors. 

Visitors shall leave the Home and grounds at the expira- 
tion of the visiting hour, and shall visit no p^rt of the Home 
or grounds other than the reception-room, except by permis- 
sion from the proper authority. 

No person shall give any article of food or drink to 
a patient, unless by permission of the Matron. 
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THE BOSTON CITY HOSPITAL TRAINING 

SCHOOL FOR NURSES. 



The Trustees of the Boston City Hospital, in 1878, estab- 
lished a Training School for Nurses, the fourth organized in 
the United States, in order to give to women desirous of 
becoming professional nurses a systematic course of training 
and practice. 

The Training School is controlled by the Trustees of the 
Hospital, like all other departments of the Hospital service. 
The Superintendent of the Hospital has the general super- 
vision of all matters relating to the school, its course of 
work and study, lectures and discipline. The Superintendent 
of Nurses has the immediate charge of all the nursing in the 
Hospital, of all persons employed in the wards, and also the 
instruction and management of the nurses in the Training 
School. All female nurses in the Hospital must be con- 
nected with the school. 

The Hospital in all its depai*tments contains nine hundred 
and thirty-five beds for patients as follows : 

Main Hospital ...... 615 

South Department for Infectious Diseases . . 264 

Relief Station 20 

Convalescent Home . . . . . . 36 

Total 935 

The number and variety of cases in each department afford 
ample material for observation and instruction. The course 
requires three years, and includes general medical and surgi- 
cal nursing, together with ophthalmic, aural and gynaecolog- 
ical nursing, also the nursing of children and infectious 
diseases, and of emergency surgical work. There are no 
maternity wards connected with the Hospital, but a course 
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in maternity nureing has been provided at maternity hospi- 
tals elsewhere, without extra coat to the nurse. 

The 'most desirable age for candidates is from twenty-three 
to thirty-five years. They must be of sound health, and 
Bhould send with their application a certificate from a physi- 
cian certifying to the fact. They should also send a brief 
personal history, and give the names and addresses of three 
responsible persons, not of then- own kin, preferably their 
last employer, if any, or business men of their acquaintance, 
who know of their good character and capabihtiea. Upon 
the recommendation of the Superintendent of the Hospital 
and Superintendent of Nurses, they will be received for three 
months on probation. The fitness of candidates for the 
training and work, and the propriety of retaining or dismiss- 
ing them, will be determined by the authorities in charge of 
the school, under the direction of the Trustees. An entrance 
examination is given to all candidates before or during the 
term of probation. The examination is in Simple Arithmetic, 
English Composition and Writing from dictation, etc., and is 
in no sense so severe as to prevent any one who is capable of 
undertaking the work of a trained nurae from so doing. The 
Superintendent of Nui'ses will have a personal interview with 
candidates for the school on Tuesdays from ten to twelve 
o'clock. 

At the end of the second month candidates, if considered 
satisfactory, are permitted to wear the cap and enter upon 
the regular course of training, but such candidates are not 
permitted to join the school fonoially until the end of the 
third month, when, if accepted, they sign an agreement to 
complete the prescribed course of three years, and to conform 
to all rules. At the end of the first six months the record 
and woik of each pupil are carefully scrutinized as to her 
fitness to make a good nurae, and the right is reserved by the 
authorities of the Hospital to terminate then, or at any time, 
the connection of any pupi! or nurse with the school, for 
inefficiency, misconduct, generally unsatisfactory record, or 
for any other reason which may be deemed sufficient. 

The nurses in the Training School (including probationers) 
reside at the three Nurses' Homes connected with 
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Hospital. These houses are attractive and homelike, and 
have the best of conditions necessary to good health and 
personal hygiene, while recreation and amusement necessary 
to a -wholesome life have been considered in the music room, 
library and reception rooms provided. 

The Superintendent of Nurses has the immediate charge of 
the Training School, under the authority of the Superin- 
tendent of the Hospital and of the Trustees, and the nurses 
are subject to the rules of the Hospital, like any other 
service. 

The instruction includes the general care of the sick, the 
making of beds, changing bed and body linen, managing of 
helpless patients in bed, etc. ; giving baths, keeping patients 
warm or cool, prevention or dressing of bed sores and proper 
management of the patient under various conditions, with 
different diseases or injuries; the making and applying of 
bandages and rollers, preparation of splints, application and 
management of surgical apparatus, applying of fomentations 
and poultices, the dressing of burns, ulcers and wounds, and 
other minor dressings, cupping, leeching and subsequent 
treatment, the administering of enemata and the use of the 
female catheter. 

Nurses are taught how to act in the various emergencies 
occurring in hospital and private nursing, as well as in the 
accidents of ordinary life. They are also given lessons in 
ma$$age by a professional instructor. There is a systematic 
course of training in cookery for the sick, the serving of 
food and delicacies in the proper manner, and the feeding of 
helpless patients, or those who resist food. 

Instruction is also given in the best practical methods of 
supplying fresh air, of warming and ventilating sick rooms 
in a proper manner, and the proper care of sick rooms for 
the best good and comfort of the patient; in keeping all 
uitensils and appliances perfectly clean and disinfected; in 
making accurate observations of the pulse, temperature, res- 
piration, expectorations, the secretions, state of the skin, and 
eruptions ; of mental condition as to delirium, stupor, shock, 
etc. ; of the condition as to sleep, appetite, effects of diet or 
of stimulants and medicines; the behavior of wounds and 



the after treatment in surgical operations ; and in the 
managing of convalescents. Nui'ses are taught the admin- 
istering of medicines and the application of external remedies, 
how to take notes on cases, the making up of the nurse's 
record and the reports to the attending doctor. 

The three years' course of training includes a preparatory 
course of three months, under a special instmctor, followed 
by a fixed course of instruction from manuals and text-books, 
mainly given by the Superintendent of Nuraes, the Assistant 
Superintendents of Nurses and graduate head nurses. 
Lectures and demon sti'ations, chiefly upon practical points, 
are given at stated times by the medical and surgical sta.fE of 
the Hospital. While the instruction by the manuals, text- 
books, lectures, demonstrations, quizzes and models is con- 
siderable, the main reliance is upon accurate daily drill in the 
wards, operating rooms and other departments of the Hospital. 
Examinations, both oral and written, are helrt from time to 
time by the authorities of the school, and nurses will not be 
graduated unless they attaui, on critical marking, at least 
seventy per cent. 

The pupils are employed as assistant nurses in the wards, 
operating rooms, out-patient departments of the Hospital and 
the down-town Relief Station. They are given eight months' 
training in medical wards, eight months in surgical wards, 
six months in contagious wards, four months in gynecological 
wards, four months in a maternity hospital and from three to 
six months elective. No class recitations or lectures are given 
between July 1 and October 1, except to the probation class. 

Probationers are not paid during their first two months, 
but for tlie remaining ten months of the first year they 
receive $50, for the second year $100 and for the third year 
$150, to pay for the expenses of their uniform, personal 
clothing and other minor requirements. This sum is in 
nowise intended as wages, it being considered that their 
education during this time is a full equivalent for their 
services. When the term of three years is completed the 
nurses receive, if they pass all the examinations, and are 
otherwise satisfactory, a diploma certifying to the regular 
course of training and practice, and axe then permitted to 
wear the graduate's badge of the school. 
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The majority of graduates engage in private nursing; but 
some are invited to remain in the service of the Hospital as 
head nurses, with opportunities of promotion here or in other 
hospitals. Graduate head nurses who prefer to remain in 
hospital work, or return after a term of private nursing, are 
given postgraduate mstructions in ward management, hospi- 
tal housekeeping and minor administration, fitting them to 
fill positions of trust in hospitals or other institutions. 

The school year has no fixed date, but accepted candidates 
are, as a rule, received in classes beginning every three 
months. Those desiring to enter with less delay can some- 
times anticipate a fixed date by placing themselves on the 
emergency list. When coming to the Hospital they should 
bring with them the following articles: Three gingham or 
calico dresses, made plainly ; eight large white aprons, made 
of bleached cotton, two yards wide, meeting in the back, 
with bibs, without straps, plain at the top and gathered 
slightly at the bottom, two pearl studs on the band, two 
inches wide, with hem at bottom five inches in depth, 
and two inches from the bottom of the dress ; two bags for 
soiled clothes, one pair of scissors, a pin-ball and a plain nap- 
kin ring with nurse's name ; a good supply of plain under- 
clothing — every article to be distinctly marked with pen 
and indelible ink with the owner's name. Twenty-one 
pieces are allowed for the laundry each week. 

Nurses must bring suitable outer garments for stormy 
weather, and they are required to wear boots that will be 
purchased on prescription of our Orthopaedic Surgeon, after 
coming to the Hospital. If the teeth are out of order in any 
way they must receive attention before coming for the pro- 
bationary month. Nurses are required to wear the Training 
School imiform after they join the school. Material for 
dresses will be sold at cost price; caps are furnished at a 
nominal price. Probationers should come prepared, on 
acceptance, to expend about $20 for uniforms, books and 
other needful expenses. 

Hours of duty for day nurses will vary from six to twelve 
between the hours of 7 A.M. and 8 P.M.; for night 
nurses, from 8 P.M to 7 A.M. No nurse is required to do 
both day and night duty on the same day, except in rare 
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emergencies. Each nuTBe on day duty is allowed one hour 
after 1.30 o'clock P.M., for rest and recreation, one half day 
after 1 .30 P.M., each week, and four hours on Sunday. Two 
weeks' vacation with pay is allowed each year, and one week 
without pay as leave of absence during the third year. If 
nurses are sick they are cared for in the Hospital, but.i 
pay is stopped, except for illness or injury received Jam 
the line of duty. Pupils may be expected to have a^ 
percentage of any considerable time lost by illness or absence 
added to their three years, at the discretion of the manage- 
ment. Nurses on night duty are required to be in bed from 
9 A.M. unto 4 P.M. Nurses may be called upon tor 6 
months' regular night duty during the three years' trainingJ 
besides "special cases" to a limited number.
